CHAPTER I 


Washington—"I am a failure. And 


It is too late for me to begin over 
again." 


That's how the senator began his 


story to me—the story of his real im- 
pressions of the United States sen- 
ate which he said he wanted to tell 
for reasons which he ticked off on his 
fingers with the legal precision for 
which he is noted. Here are the rea- 
sons: 


1—Because the 
American people 


elect men to office, then go about 
other business and leave their ser- 
vants 'alone, taking no further inter- 
est in them until some day something 
displeases. 
Then the people 
heap 


abuse and scorn upon their one-time 
favorites. 


2—Because anybody who thinks the 


life of a senator in Washington is a 
round of golf and poker, plus a few 
dinner parties and powerful 'speeches 
to admiring colleagues in the senate 
ought to find out what a senator's 
life really is. 


3—Because the senate is decadent 


and ought to be reformed — reform- 
ed heroically and completely. 


This is the senator's story; let him 


tell it: 


"Lots of folks around this country 


are talking about a third party. I'll 
give them a tip. 
Any party 
that 


would start out with a platform pledg- 
ing it to clean out the senate—every 
last man who is now in it — and be- 
gin over again, would be swept' into 
power more amazingly than the pres- 
ent administration was. 


"That may sound rough on some oC 


my colleagues. 
It is. 
But • the sen- 


ate is in such bad shape it cannot be 
patched; it must be rebuilt if it is to 
amount to anything 
n@a.in. 
There 


are a lew men who would come back 
in the new senate because they de- 
serve to. The great majority would 
not, if once the people could get their 
true measure. 


"We senators are pretty big frogs 


in our home puddles. But there are 
some city councils in this fair land 
•where common sense is more 
pro- 


nounced and where it is oCtener used 
than in this body which calls itself 
the most august legislative assem- 
blage'in the world. 


"Isn't it funny to hear a senator 


refer to the senate as august? 
He 


vould never think of"; of erring to"- him- 
self as august—that, is, not out where 
folks could hear Htm. But he fatu- 
ously thinks he's getting by with some 
thing when he .refers to the senate 
—himself and 95 others just like him 
—as august. 


"We're a lot of pedestaled prigs. 


We ha.ve the blind belief of children 
in our own greatness. 
That's too 


bad, and it's also amusing. 


"But it isn't the worst thing about 


us. What is? That's easy. 


"The worst thing about the senate 


Is that it's too far away from the 
people who created it. 
Think that 


over. 


"Take my case as a sample. 
No- 


body ever came down to Washing- 
ton with more enthusiasm for 
the 


public weal than I. 
t 


"Oh, I had a trunkful of dreams I 


was going to bring true. I haven't 
dared look into that trunk for years. 
I know I'd find nothing but a heap 
of ashes in it. 


"Well, when I came down here, I 


knew most everybody in my home 
town, and scads of people in my coun- 
ty and state. I liked them. , They 
Keemed to me then the salt of the 
earth. We were the best of friends— 
these people and I. 


"That's why I say I'm a failure. 


They write me letters and I hate to 
answer them. They are hicks, rubes, 
dubs. I a.m a senator. That's a plain, 
brutal, God's-truth statement of the 
case as it is. 


"That's why I say I'm a failure. 


There are a lot more reasons which 
I'll tell you presently."

was issued when the river started to 
rise Wednesday.

close to the danger zone were movmg 
to places of safety. 


Eight inches of rain at Weatherford. 


Bridgeport and other towns north of 
Fort Worth caused the new rise here. 


Hundred of persons were taken care 


of at relief headquarters during the 
night. 
Several families were rescued 


from tree tops. 


The heaviest damage was done on 


the north side. 
Arlington Heights. 


Cleburne Junction, 
Riverside 
and 


other suburbs were still cut off from 
the city Wednesday morning. 


Railroad and interurban 
traffic 


was still tied Up Wednesday. 


Heavy rains and swollen 
streams 


were reported from all this section of 
the state. At Waco one life was claim- 
ed during a cloudburst. 
At Cleburne 


a man was killed in a tornado. Min- 
eral Wells and Waxahachie reported 
cloudbursts. 


It was estimated Wednesday that 


2,500 were homeless. 


The city water supply is cut off. 
Mayor Cockrell denied a report that 


the levee had been dynamited. 
The 


levee broke under the pressure of the 
flood waters, 'he stated.

so. 
But when they find how deep 


a cut they will have to take, there 
will be an awful howl." 


Honnold indicated that the strike, 


or possibly a lockout would last un- 
til long after the coal now in storage 
is exhausted and the country is de- 
pending on nonunion mines for its 
supply.

dent Harding- and Secretary Hughes 
may know the s<?ope of the 
confer- 


ence.

features of the case (not to drag in the maddening 
word, symptoms) are gas. acidity, this and that item 
of food disagreeing (whatever that means), and mav- 
be now and then just a touch of biliousness (Which 
brings us far into the dark indeed). Well, maybe.

studied by T>r. .1 IU. Blackford of Seattle. 140 ac- 
tually had something the matter with the stomach: 
340 had disease of some other internal organ: ISO 
had rather some systemic disease such as tubercu- 
losis, Bright's disease, syphilis, locomotor ataxia, or 
migraine (th»re were 16 cases of alleged .stomach 
trouble in which the condition was really migraine — 
that is periodic sick headaches u.shercd in with sonic 
Kind of aura, or warning): 250 had no discoverable 
functional or organic disease at all. but merely rep 
resented the protest of nature against ignorance and 
abuse — the miserable culprit not kftoxving or obey- 
ing the rules of right living; 155 were in icality cases 
of gall sac inflammation with or without gallstones 
(it is notorious that this disease commonly masquer- 
ades as "stomach trouble" or "indigestion" or "gas 
attacks").
